The lecture abounded in passages of logical 
ploquencs, exquisite bits of pathos and humor, 
pnd was received with hearty demonstrations 
of approval. General Sheridan said it was not 
his purpose to utter a defense of the Christian 
yeligion, it was to show the evil effects of the 
gourse adopted by Colone! Ingersoll, whom he 
gaid he knew to be personally one of the most 
worthy and able of men—a good son, a faith- 
fol husband, an affectionate father and a grand 

iot- but when he approaches the subject of 
feligion the mantic of his genial personality 
falls from his shoulders, his judgment is 
warped and he becomes at once the loudest of 
poasters and the most unfair of disputants. No 
gman has ever assailed the Christian religion 
with more eloquence, less skill, worse logic, so 
pouch conceit and so little learning. 

The lecturer then charged Ingersoll with de- 
Hlining to meet men competent to discuss the 
questions with him. In fact, he never met but 
ose really able man—the late Jadge Jere 
Biack—and then the instant he felt the steel 
yan from the field In discussing the questions 
of Christianity Ingersoll creates spurious issaes; 
he utterly ignores the work of Christianity; he 
neither comprehends nor appreciates the excel- 
lence and magnitude of the achievements 
among us of the system he so flippantly as- 


Is. 

Meo iats ve to God, His ways and works, Colonel 
Ingersoll manifests a curiosity that is as sense- 
Jess as it is idle, impertinent and disrespectful. 
He says he doesn’t understand God, and there- 
fore he doesn’t believe there is one. Hs 
doesn’s understand electricity, but if goes on 
electrifying. He does not understand the 
afinity of soul for soul, still the stars look 
down ou fair maidens listening to the eager 
voice of youth as it whispers the old, old story 
that has brightened all the ages. And 
millions of homes 1n our great land tonight 
are joyous with the songs of those whoss 
gsouls are held close together by the same 
invisible cords that since the birth of 
Time have been woven in the loom of Love. 
Ingersoll should consider the effect of his at- 
tacks on religion before giving them publicity, 
and he has no right to parade his vagrant fan- 
cies before the community as a code of 
morals. Estimating his philosophy by the 
spirit that characterizes his utteranco;, it is 
both shallow and unkind. He is mad clear 
through. Mad from the polished top of his 
intellectual dome to the soles of his infidel 
feet with Christians and Christianity. He has 
mo right to destroy a mud hut unless he can 
give its occupant a better or equally good 
place to live in; ne right to strike the cup of 
water from the thirsty man’s hand in the da3- 
ert because it is muddy, unless he can give’ 
urer. Mr. Ingersoli is a moral and intel- 

e‘ual anarchist. 

His pervration was an outburst of thrilling 
wloqueuce, describing the anarchical tenden- 
cies of infidelity. He portrayed Colonel! In- 
gerso'! as the assailant of the sublimest tesch- 
ings of philosophy, of poetry and of science, 
of ancient and of modern times, without offer- 
ing a substitute or a better fthing. Ingersoll, 
he said, was employing his genius and oratory 
in extinguishing the truest source ef human 
happi:ess, and subverting the very basis of 
civiliz ion itself.

#AN- UNGRAMMATICAL SENTENGE | 


Causes a Jeweler to Lose a Job and an 
Editor to be Sued for Damages. 

Nrw HAVEN, April 19.~A $10,000 fitel suit 
was today brought against the New Haven 
Union by George H. Ford, proprietor of one of 
the fashionable jewelry stores of thecity. The 
suit is a peculiar one and has created Gonsider- 
able comment. Next June New Haven will 
formally dedicate the soldiers’ monument, and 
& number of citizens here have for some time 
been engaged in making arrangements to have 
the ceremonies imposing and attractive It 
was decided that it would be impossible to! 
make the celebration a complete success unless’ 
Prerident Cleveland and his wife were pres- 
ent, so it was determined to invite 
them. Jeweler Ford, who was on the 
invitation committee, as the story goes, 
made up his mind to get up an elaborate 
invitation for the chief magistrate, and he did 
so with the aid of localartists, It wasso gor- 
geous that Ford placed it on exhibitionin one 
of his show windows. While thas exposed to 
view it was discovered that the wording of the 
invitation was extremely ungrammatical and 
the Union called attention to it through its 
columns. This did not please Jeweler Ford 
and he has brought suit asking for $10,000 
damages. The best grammarians in the city 
decided that the Union was right, and the gen- 
tleman in charge of arrangements forthe day 
of dedication had another invitation prepared 
which read more correctly and which was re- 
cently tendered to President Cleveland. 

Ford claims the Union has held him up for 
ridienle and contempt in an editorial, but just 
how much be has been injured cannot be de- 
termined until the case is tried. 


THE FLORIDA SENATORSHIP, 


Democratic Maneuvering to Keep Republi- 
cans From Naming the Senator. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 19.—The dead- 
lock in the state legislatare over the senatorial 
qnestion continues. The democratic cancas bil- 
lotted all last night withont result. ‘The lines 
are now sharply drawn between the leaders, 
Perry and Bloxham. The last ballot taken 
about two o'clock this morning stood: Perry 
47; Bloxham 41. The caucus then adjourned 
until this evening, an arrangement being made 
to distribute the ballots so as notto elect in 
the legislature until the caucus nominates. 

The democratic caucus adopted the two- 
thirds rule. It requires fifty-seven to nomi- 
nate. In the first legal ballot today in the leg- 
islature the democrats by caucus arrangemont, 
voted for various candidates to prevent the 
nineteen republicans from joining either Blox- 
hem or Perry and thereby helping te name the 
Gemocratic senator. 

TALLAHASSEF, Fla, April 19.—The demo- 
cratic caucus met tonight. In former caucusses, 
Perry had a majority on the eleven ballots 
and a p'urality of ten. The first ballot tonight 
Perry forty-five, Bloxham forty-one, Scatter- 
ing two. Fourth ballot, Perry forty-six Blox- 
ham forty-one. Adjourned after the fourth 
ballot, five members ofthe Perry and five of 
the Bloxham party were appointed as a con- 
ference committee. Tomorrow’s ballot in joint 
session will be managed to prevent an election 


CONTEST BETWEEN COURTS. 


A Revenué Collector Ordered to Jailbya 
State Judge. 

AvausTa, Me,. April 19.—In the contest 
between the ttate and the federal courts, Col- 
lector John B. Redman was cailed to the wit- 
ness stend iu the superior court this forencon. 
He preduced a telegram containing instruc- 
tions from Commissioner Miller, in which 
he was authorized to deny the authority of the 
cortt to compel the production of records, or 
a copy of theron, and also to instruct Collector 
Murpby to that effect. He asserted that the 
time i1equired for the attendance upon the 
etate court would greatly interfere with the 
business of his department. Mr. Murphy was 
calied but refused to give testimony as tothe 
records, or that he had received psymoant of 
tax, cr Celivered the stamp--United States 
States D'strict Attorney Bird, who appeared 
as conneel for Messrs. Redman and Murphy, 
argued that the business of the revenue de- 
pertment would be groatly injured, and the 
time of officials occupied, if they were obliged 
to testify in state courts relative to special 
texes. Judge Whitehonse ordered Murphy to 
jail, but at request of Mr. Bird, he was given 
until 2 p.m., to refresh his momory from the 
records, and purge himseif of contempt.

Chicago’s New Mayor Assumes the Duties 
of Office. 

CricaGo, April 19.—Mayor John A. Roche, 
after qualifying before the city council last 
night, read a brief inaugural in which he said: 

Every brick'and stone and timber in the build- 
ings which line our 650 miles of streets is a coutri- 
bution to the grandest monument of labor erected 
by a hands and earnest hearts in modern 
times. The demand of the workingmen for just 
treatment and fair wages is right and should be 
respected. Arbitration isa better method of set- 
tling controversies between employes'and ——. 
ers than strikes or boycotts or brute force. ight 
isnot asynonym of right and should not take its 
place in a land of liberty and law and free ballot, 
and the mistaken men who, while enjoying the 
benefits of free government, are seeking to under- 
mine and overthrow it, under the guise of socialism 
or anarchy, must learn that this is not a soil for 
the growth of their un-American doctrines. The 
first duty of government.is the protection of its 
citizens in their right to life, liberty and property. 

The mayor formally assumed the duties of 
his office this morning. 


DEATH OF A RAILROAD MAGNATE. 


Alexander Mitchell Dies of Heart Disease, in 
New York. 

New York, April 19.—Alexander Mitchell, 
president of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad, died this afternoon at the Hoff- 
man house, where he has been stopping for the 
last two weeks. Since December he had been 
stopping with his wife at Alexandria Villa, 
rear Jacksonville, Fla, When he came to this 
city two weeks ago, he was enjoying unusually 
good health. For some time he had been 
somewhat troubled from impeded action of his 
heart. Last Wednesday evening he went out 
and afterwards had a chill. . He caught a se- 
vere cold, which developed into bronchial 

neumonia, and no doubt directly affected the 
heart’s action and caused death. The remains 
have been embalmed and will be taken to Mil- 
waukee.

Troops Clearing the Winnebago Reservation 
of Whites. 

Sr. Paul, April 19.—Dispatches from Pierre, 
Dakota, report that on Sunday morning company 
E., Eleventh infantry, stationed at Fort Sully, re- 
ceived orders to proceed atonce to Winnebago and * 
Crow Creek reservation and drive settlers from the’ 
land. The company, under command of Captain 
Myers; left the post immediately. All sorts of ru- 
mors have prevailed indicating the prevalence of 
much excitement among the white settlers, w10 
have been ordered off the reservation and the de 
termination of a majority of them to forcibly resist 
removal. Bloodshed is anticipated in that event, 
Later dispatches received tonight say the troops 
will only remove the setters from Big Rend and 
that none of the other whites on the reservation 
wil] te disturbed. Major Anderson, agent at Fort 
Thompson, wants & pasturage at Big Bend to graze 
—, cattle upon. After ordering the settlers off 
these Jands and upon their refusal to go, he made 
the requisition for the military. Only about fifteen 
families will be removed. Sheriff Harris came in 
from the reservation tonight aud says no trouble is 
anticipated.

tone) wouid not deviate from the provisions 
of his original bill. It was utterly untrue that 
he had tried to induce the unionists to work 
with home rule liberals for party purposes out- 
side of the Irish question but had failed in his 
endeavor. But the bitterest of all was the 
sight of liberals supporting the coercion bill. 

He had hoped that the considerable number 
of liberals who bad voted in favor of the crimes 
bill, would eventually refuse to accept the 
measure unless they were assured that there 
would be combined with it a bill for the relief 
of Irelard. For that reason he had asked in 
the house of commons, yesterday, the question, 
wovld the government stand or fall by its re- 
lief bill as by its coercion bill? The evasive 
answer he received showed that the govern- 
ment meant to force through the coercion bill 
and let the relief bill take its chances. He 
briefly criticised the purposes and alleged 
necessity of the bill, and said that the question 
shonld be referred to the judgment of the 
nation. Hedid not wish anearly dissolution 
of parliament, but they must arouse reflection 
on the part of electors, and he believed a dis- 
solution would produce that effect. 

Mr, Gladstone spoke for an hour.

A Busy Day With the Car Accountants—Lively Dis- 
cussion Upon Matters of Interest to the Associ~ 
ation—A Change of Name—The New Off- 
cera -The Heception by Mr, Reagan 


By the election of two southern gentlemen to 
the most prominent offices in its command, thé 
International Association of Car Accountants 
not only did iteelf proud but it paid ths south- 
ern members a compliment which they thor- 
oughly appreciate. 

The first day’s session of the association was 
a pleasant and profitable one. When President 
Wilder rapped for order at ten o’clock, the 
Kimball house ball room contained about fifty 
or sixty members of the association, andin a 
few minutes the total was increased to about 
eighty. It was a body of fine looking gentle- 
men and all went to work with a vim which 
showed that they intended making their con- 
vention of 1887 of value to all the members. 

Before the regular business was begun, Vice- 
President Frank J. Hoyle made a few remarks 
concerning the Florida excursion tendered by 
the East Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia, 
urging that all who could possibly do avai 
themselves of this opportunity to visit the 
“Land of Flowers.” Atthe conclusion of his 
remarks a large number manifested their in- 
tention of accepting this invitation, and later 
on about seventy-five names of persons who 
expected to go were handed to the secretary. 

After roll call and the enroliment of several 
new members, Mr. E. Glavin, of the Atlantic 
Coast line, Mr.G. B. Connor, of the West 
Shore, Major West, of the Ohio and Misaissippi, 
and Mr. E.B. Parks, of the East Tennas- 
see, Virginia and Georgia, were unanimously 
elected houvorary members of the association. 
The reports of the secretary and treasurer were 
brief, that of the secretary containing several 
recommendations calculated to simplify the as- 
sociation’s work and that of the treasurer show- 
ing the financial affairs of the association to be 
in good shape. 

THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
was the next thing in order and a great deal of 
interest was taken inthe result. Messrs. C. H. 
Cannon, W.F. Johnson and C. P. Chesebro 
were appointed tellers, and nominations for 
president were called for. 

Mr. C. W. Cushman, of the Railway Car as- 
sociation, Buffalo, made a short, pithy and to- 
the-point speech in presenting the name of Mr. 
Frank J. Hoyle, who for the past year has 
served the association in the capacity of vice- 
president. His name was warmly seconded by 
Mr. E. B. Allen, of the Houston and Texas, Mr. 
E. C. Spalding of the Western and Atlantic and 
several other gentlemen, and upon a motion of 
Mr. W. A. Moody, of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, the rules were suspended and Mr. Hoyle 
was unanimously elected to the highest posi- 
tion in the gift of his fellow accountants. 

Upon being presented by President Wilder, 
Mr. Hoyle was greeted with hearty applause. 
In expressing his deep gratitude for this marc 
of their esteem, he extended to the members of 
the association a hearty welcome to the south, 
saying that just as the old differences between 
the two sections formerly known as the north 
and south bad passed away, so, he hoped, had 
all differences and factions within the associa- 
tion. It would be his endeavor to work only 
for the best interests of the greatest number, 
and he felt eure that he would have the hearty 
co-operation of all the members. 

ANOTHER COMPLIMENT 

t» the southern members was the unanimous 
sc lection of Mr. Eugene C, Spalding, of Atlan- 
ta, car accountant of the Western and Atlantic, 
as vice-president. Mr. Spalding’s name was 
presented by Treasurer E. M. Horton, and was 
warmly seconded in happy speeches by Mr. G. 
J. Cook. of the New York, Lake Erieand West- 
ern, aud Mr. W. G. Watson, of the West 
Shore. 

Mr. Spalding made a very pretty speech in 
accepting the office, saying thatin the selection 
of two rcuthern boys the convention had paid 
the south acompliment which not only the 
newly elected president and vice-president, but 
every southern member, warmly appreciated 
and would not forget. 

Mr. E. M. Horton, of the Tlinois Central, and 
Mr. H. H. Lyov, of the Chicago and Alton, 
were unanimously re-elected to the positions of 
treasurer and secretary, which they have fiiled 
50 well, 

Messrs. Cannon, Johnson and Chesebro had 
been selected as tellers to receive the ballots, 
but these had been such a deluge of unani- 
mous election that even their presence was for- 
gotten, and when Mr. Chesebro, in an injared 
tone, moved that the tellers be discharged 
with thanks he was greeted with a storm of 
applause.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. The yearly value of land 
being in question, the crop which it would pre- 
duce, if free from the alleged nuisance, is a re- 
levant fact, when coupled with the cost of pro- 
duction. Yearly value is not measured alone 
by value for rent, but may be measured as well 
by va'ue for cultivation. 

2. That an attempt was made to raise a crop 
on the damaged land, and that the crop was 
drowned out by the nuisance, is admissible as 
tending to show thatthe yearly value of the 
laud was affected by the nuisance, the declara- 
tion alleging that water was caused to back 
over and stand upon the land. 

3. That the plaintiff contributes to his dam- 
sge by making it more than it would other- 
wise be, will not prevent a recovery for so 
much as it is without such increase by his own 


act. 

4. Where there is no evidence of any grant 
of the right of way or the assessment of com- 
pensation therefor, it is not error to decline to 
charge the jury touching these matiers.

A Desperate Gang. 

In the country regions there are a great 
many people who are in the habit of keep- 
ing their money in their houses instead of 
depesiting it in some safe bank. This fact 
has somehow become known to the pro- 
fessional cracksmen, and the result is that 
for a month past the state has been infested 
with an organized gang of burglars and 
safe blowers. 

A few wecks ago, the operations of this 
gang were so bold that the citizens in some 
‘sections of the state organized themselves 
into posses and pursued the robbers, Al- 
though some of the gang were captured, the 
only result of it is that the burglars have 
become a little more cautions. They are 
stil carrying on their operations, and, in 
many instances, successfully. 

The people of the smaller towns are nat- 
urally hospitable and unsuspicious, but it 
would be well for them during the next few 
months to keep an eye on all strangers 
who come among them. This watch- 
fulness will not be resented by 
an honest stranger under the circumstances, 
and it may result not only in saving a good 
deal of property, but in ridding the state of 
a gang of professional burglars and safe 
blowers who are as cunning as they are des- 
perate. 

There can be no doubt that they are still 
operating in Georgia. Only a few days ago 
an attempt was made to blow open the safe 
in the postoffice in Eatonton. The noise 
made by the explosions, however, aroused 
those sleeping near, and the burglars were 
compelled to leave. 

In view of this condition of affairs, we 
would advise all those who are in the habit 
of keeping money about their premises to 
deposit it in some good bank where it will be 
safe from the burglarious attempts now so 
common. 


A Problem of Their Own Making. 

The northern and western states, about 
half a century ago, made a determined effort 
to force immigration from Europe. The 

cheme was successful, but the results are 
far from being altogether satisfactory. 

For fifty years agents, pamphlets and 
maps have been scattered over Europe for 
the sole purpose of advertising the induce- 
ments offered to immigrants by the region 
north of the Ohio. The swarming millions 
of the old world were easily persuaded to 
transfer themselves to aland of freedom. 
They came in countless multitudes. They 
came almost by nations. Very little of this 
tremendous influx found its way south. Our 
northern friends had taken care of that. 
They filled Europe with their talk about the 
horrors ofslavery, and they pictured the 
entire south as a low, marshy, malarial re- 
gion, inhabited principally by blacks. So 
the immense stream of European immigra- 
tion turned aside from us and proceeded due 
west from the northern ports. 

Now comes the reaction. The states so 
largely built up by foreign immigration 
claim that they have had too much of a good 
thing. The point is made that many of 
their cities are not American, but are in fact 
European. Then the activity of the anar- 
chists and socialists is exciting uneasiness, 
The New York Times asks, ‘‘Shall we take 
Europe’s paupers, her criminals, her luna- 
ties, her crazy revolutionists, her vagabonds?’’ 

With this problem the south will have lit- 
ule concern fora long timeto come. The 
large foreign colonies north of us and in the 
far west willcontinue to attract the new- 
comers from over the water. Thesouth will 
continue to be the home of the American 
element. In the distant future, if immigra- 
tion from Europe begins to affect this sec- 
tion disastrously, the stateemanship of later 
generations must provide a remedy. 

The south is the place where the Ameri- 
cans live. Throughout this vast and attract- 
ive region the people belong to one race fam- 
iy. They have the same traditions, ver- 
nacular, customs, and, in the main, the 
same Opinions. The few foreigners among 
us lose theiridentity in the great body of 
the population, and speedily become Ameri- 
canized. It is impossible to contemplate 
this aspect of the situation without a feeling 
of satisfaction. The effect upon our civili- 
zation and progress will be more far-reaching 
that can now be foreseen. Under the condi- 
tions prevailing here, the foreigner who has 
been a bad or a useless citizen at home, feels 
uncomfortable, and out of his sphere, On 
the other hand, the immigrant who was a 
good citizen in hisown Jand finds herea 
social system into which he fits easily and 
naturally. 

All this is very pleasant. Posterity may 
find it different. But posterity must settle 
its own problems, especially when it makes 
them, 


Booms Sensibly Considered, 

The Buffalo Express, after devoting con- 
siderable time to the study of the various 
booms now in progress, comes to the front 
with a very sensible article. 

At the present time, says our contempo- 
tary, there are three well-defined boom cen- 
ters between the Mississippi and the Rocky 
mountains: the Minnesota district, with 
Dakota back of it; the Nebraska district 
with the Union Pacific traffic, and the South- 
west district. 

Anexamination "of the newspapers from 
these districts shows that in the northwes- 
tern boom centers the transfers of real estate 
mean money, investment, improvement and 
returns. In the southwest real estate fig- 
tres are more of a speculative character, 
Take Birmingham, for instance. Our con- 
temporary remarks that lots are held, bought 
and sold at Chicago prices. Business is up 
ina balloon. The future of this section is 
bright; but it is not bright by reason of the 
boom; itis bright in spite ofit. Turning 
its attention in a casual way to Atlanta, the 
Express says: ‘‘Atlanta is practically but 
twenty yearsold. If wekeep that fact in 
mind, weseethat nocity in the land is 
making a prouder showing than Atlanta.’’ 

The fact is, a boom is not necessary where 
a city has a good start, and hasa growing 
contributory area aroundit. Such cities 
havea natural, healthy growth. It isa 
growth that never stops. When a boom 
strikes these places it injuries them more 
than it helps them. It stimulates a sudden, 


extraordinary growth, followed bya dall 


ters have good reason to be satisfied. They 
are going ahead all the time, and the absence 
of a speculative flurry in real estateis great- 
ly in their favor. There is no better sign 
of the times than a steady current of real 
estate transactions in which the purchaser 
buys for a permanent investment or to make 
improvements rendered necessary by the 
requirements of commerce and industry. 
These conditions obtain here, and in several 


“other southern cities. We grow in accord- 


arce with the natural laws governing our 
situation, and such a development is far 
better than something on the order ofan 
Arabian Nights entertainment, ending in a 
bewildering pbhantasmagoria. We believe 
in ‘getting there,’’ but the average boom is 
too often a delusion and a snare.

In Sunday’s New York San, which, in re- 
spect of literature and the news, is the most 
entertaining and instructive of our ex- 
changes, we find a few references to Mr, 
Cleveland and his prospects for a second 
term in which the name of THE ConsrirTv- 
TION occurs, Here isan interesting para- 
graph from the Sun’s leading editorial: 

Mr. Cleveland has consented to go to a fair in At- 
lanta next October, and in rapturous gratitude over 
that fact our esteemed contemporary, THE ATLAN- 
TA CONSTITUTION, announces that, whether he 
hopes for a renomination or not, he will get it, and 
be re-elected. Thisis a sort of thoughtless jaunti- 
ness of expression which must be painful to every 
man who cares more for the success of the demo- 
cratic party and the extension of democratic prin- 
ciples than for the fortunes of any individual. It 
is strange and most unfortunate that any democrat 
looking forward to the retention of his party ia 
power should ob‘tinately shut his eyes to the true 
and evident nature ot the political situation. 

Now, the Sun, as we have said, is an ad- 
mirable paper, and on a great majority of 
subjects, itis both wise and witty; but we 
are bound to believe that it is mistaken in 
its estimate of Mr. Cleveland’s strength in 
New York state. Asamatter of course, we 
are not informed as_ to the facts in the case, 
On the other hand, there is no evidence that 
the Sun is any better informed, so that the 
affirmations and denials on the subject must 
naturally take the shape of an unnecessary 
controversy. 

This much is certain—Mr. Cleveland has 
done nothing whatever to forfeit the confi- 
dence and esteem of the democrats of the 
country, imcluding New York state. The 
democrats of Georgia, if we may be permit- 
ted to make the comparison, are as sensitive 
as those of New York, aud they know as 
well the difference between a good and a 
bad administration. They have watched 
Mr. Cleveland, and they see nothing in his 
policy to condemn. He hasmade mistakes 
here and there, but they amount to nothing 
when compared to the privilege that the 
country now has of living under an honest 
and a patriotic administration. 

We assure the Sun that we did not intend 
to be either flippant or jaunty in using the 
expressions to which it refers in the extract 
quoted above. We repeat, therefore, as sol- 
emply as the Sun and the occasion seems to 
demand that Mr. Cleveland will be renomi- 
nated and re-elected. — 


Great Guns, 


It is announced that Herr Krupp, the 
great high priest of destruction, is now con- 
structing a gun larger and more powerful 
than any of the monsters he has hitherto 
produced. Itis 52} feet long and weighs 
315,000 pounds, though it has a bore of only 
153 inches, Its lightest projectile will 
weigh 1,632 pounds and will be propelled by 
1,070 pounds of prismatic brown powder, 
What is to be the end of this sort of thing? 
Years ago Krupp was thought to have at- 
tained the perfection of artillery, but he has 
gone on steadily making bigger and more 
powerful guns until it seems that he will 
never reach his limit. In all probability, 
however, he will not attempt to make a 
greater gun than the one he is now con- 
structing. The demand tor such enormous 
pieces will never be large because of the 
difficulty of their practical operation, and 
because of their enormous cost. Such a gun 
could not be fired often, and it would only be 
on rare occasions that it could be used at all 
to advantage. The tendency of naval con- 
stuction is toward smaller and lighter ves- 
sels, Perhaps we have seen our greatest 
ships, as well as our greatest guns. War 
threatened to become a clumsy affair, and it 
now appears a reaction will set in which 
will make it more nimble, though not less 
bloody and terrific. 


It Will Help Ireland. 


The tory party, aided by the recruits it 
has mustered from the liberal ranks, could 
have passed the so-called Irish crimes act by 
fair means, It is, therefore, hard to under- 
stand why the party in power in England 
should have stooped to such low and 
infamous methods as it has adopt- 
ed. On the morning’ before the 
test vote was to be had on thecrimes act, 
the leading London journal, a paper which 
has for many years enjoyed the reputation 
of being honest and high toned, appeared 
with what purported to be a lithograph let- 
ter from Parnell approving assassination. 
Now, the Times had no right to print such 
a letter until it was absolutely assured ofits 
authenticity. The pretended letter turns 
out to be a base forgery, and the Times is 
stamped by its own act as the wilfal circu- 
lator ofa mean and cowardly libel. Mr, 
Parnell’s calm and dignified denunciation of 
the outrage which has thus been perpetrated 
upon him will challenge, not only 
the credence, but the sympathy of all hon- 
est and upprejudiced minds. The Times 
has lied outrageously, and the world knows 
it. There should be some recompense to the 
victim of its slander, and some penalty to 
the perpetrator of this infa- 
mous wrong. The one _ consolation 
in this miserable business is that 
it will surely react in favor of the Irish 
cause. Englishmen may be stubborn and

THE INTERSTATE COM MERCE LAW. 


Some Pertinent Refiections by One Who Has 
Studied the Bill. 


QUITMAN, Ga, April 19.—[Special.]—Edi- 
tors Conttitutlon—I have noticed with pleas- 
ure your just criticisms on that most obstruse non- 
descript, known as the interstate commerce law. 

It is right and proper when new and important 
measures, and laws, are brought into existence for 
the people to discussthem. If they are found to 
be good and for the best interest of the people, and 
not in conflict with the laws that they are satisfied 
with, they should most heartily accept them, but if 
o'herwise, then they should disapprove them, and 
demand their repeal. 

With this view of the subject, I propose to enter 
somew hat into a discussion of this monstrous inter- 
state commerce measure. Whatisit? What does 
it mean? 

I see by making the bill as passed, that congress 
has delegated to itself the power to establish the 
rates of freight and passenger charges on railroads 
operated in different states under one system, by 
empowering the president of the United States to 
appoint five] commissioners, whose duty it shall be 
toexecute a law they have not been a»le to inter- 
pret with all the assistance and combined wisdom 
of the railroad magnates themselves, then these 
five commissioners must make a code to suit them- 
gelves, for they are in no danger cf a 
misconstruction of what is called the interstate 
commerce laws, a8 no one understands them, 
not even the congressmen who voted for them, nor 
any one else. Hence, the measure when viewed 
in its ramifications as well as amplifications, is the 
most wonderful as well as most dangerous assump- 
tion of power this government has ever exercised 


| in a time of peace; therefore when viewed in all 


its enormities and exposed,the people of the states 
may well be alarmed at what may follow in the 
wake of such unwise bestowments of power, This 
is the first step to a system of legislation that will 
soon lead to no further use for a written constitu- 
tion; and no necessity fer state governments. This 
is just what it means when reduced to its last anal- 
ysis, nothing more,*nothing less. Then is it the part 
of wisdom that such an amount of power should be 
placed in the hands of even the president ofthe 
United States,to appoint five commissioners to take 
charge of and control these immense investments 
in railroads? 

This one man power is extending itself. The pres- 
ident is already commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy.' He controls the postoffice department— 
in fact, the entire machin ry and patronage ofthe 
governme nt to the disbursing of hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars, with multitudes standing ready to 
do his bidding. In all agess there has been am- 
bitious men; we may yet stumble 
upon another of that sort. Who can tell? 
Hence itis not safe for the state governments or 
people to part with too great a proportion of the 
powers that rightly belong to the states. Itis 
wholly within the power of these five commission- 
ers to disturb the great centers of commerce by 
discriminating against them in freight charges. If 
congress has the power to regulate commerce 
among the states, have they not the same right to 
say what the prices of all commodities which are 
used as elements of interstate commerce shall be? 

Suppose the people of the now cotton producing 
states should take it into their heads that the price 
of cotton goods is too high, that the producers and 
manufacturers are making too much money, could 
they not with equal propriety ask congress to em- 
powerfihe president to appoint a commission of 
five, ten, twenty, or one hundred men at large 
salaries to regulate the prices? 

And would not this same rule apply as well to 
all the other industries of the country? 

Thus we see, step by step, a system oflegislation, 
if not.checked, will be inaugurated that will end 
in the complete overthrow of the government, 
Then is it wise to admit the omnipotence of federal 
legislation over the industries of the siate? Ifthere 
is no limit insisted upon then all investments of 
any magnitude to bow 
down before to 
that which governs the railroad interest of the 
country. And stillif there isno limitation asked 
for, this kind of agrarian progress will lead on to 
the complete overthrow of the last vestige of indi- 
vidual as well as states rights, 

Again, since this law is so inimical to all interest 
except the commissioners themselves, why should 
the people not ask that the president call congress 
together in extra session in order that so hurtful a 
law should be repealed? _ JOSEPH TILLMAN,

An American Consul’s Experience in 
South Sea Islands.

A consulship sounds very big till you get 
there. There are innumerable islands in the South 
Pacific, and tribes who declare war, fight, proclaim 
proclamations of defiance and seem altozether ex- 
traordinarfty heroic. The United States sent a con- 
sul to one group lately wherein the ideal was grand, 
immense. Kneeling subjectsin the shape of Amer- 
ican citizens, suppliant chiefs and trembling kings, 
with all the attendant ess and dignity, 
filled his mind’seye.

FLENTY OF AKTESIAN WATER IN 
THE WELL, 
a ee 
All That is Needed Being a Few Chunks of Coke Une 
derthe Boiler-Only 18,000 Gallons Pumped 
Daily~—Four Fifths of the Supply Kept in 
ihe Ground—Mr. Richards Says, 


A few days ago Mr. William G. Richards, su- 
perintendent of the Atlanta water works, 
cumplained to the chief of police that the 
artesian well water was being used for im- 
proper purposes, and that the misuse of the 
water should be stopped “to secure a constant 
supp!y for the uses that are intended.” 

The letter to the chief of police was pub- 
lished and has created a great deal of com- 
ment. 

The daily capacity of the well is at least 
100,000 gallons, according to Mr. Richards, and 
yet less than one fifth of that amount is 
pomped. The actual amount pumped is about 
15.000 gallons daily. 

Colonel Baum says the well could not be ex- 
hansted if the existence of the American -con- 
nent depended on that being done, 

According to Superintendent Richards, who 
+ppeals for a frugal use of the water, Atlauta 

acks every day 52,000 gallons of exhausting 
the well. 

Torun the artetian we!l the city. with reck- 
less extravagance, spends five dollars a day, 
ail told, halfef which goes to the engineer 
aud the other half goes for coke, lights, oil, etc. 

To ron the well day and night would not 
cost more than ten dollars a day. 

In his letter to Chief Connolly Mr. Richards 
says: 

“Last night the tank at the artesian well was 
pumped full at 6 o'clock, and at 5this morning: it 
waescmpty. It holds 8,000 gallons.” 

A CITIZEN’S VIEWS. 

“Now,” said a taxpayer yosterday,in dis. 
cussing the above extract, “water is oue of the 
cheapest thingsin the world. Three-foarths 
ot the earth's surface is water. It falls on the 
just and the unjust, it bubbles from the earth, 
itz:unsin branches and creeks and rivers. 


There are lakes and seas and oceans 
of it. It is almost as free 
asthesir. I often goto my well and by the 


expenditure of elbow grease, draw a whole 
bucketful of water justto get one drink. I 
put myself to the trouble of drawing fresh wa- 
ter because stale water is not good, and if I draw 
more than I can drink, I do not require that 
it shall all be ured before moreis drawn. At- 
lanta paid $25,000 for her artesian well. Its 
capacity is enor: ous. And yet because water 
pumped intoth tank at 6 p.m i3 gone by 5 
the next morn’. z there is a complaint made 
that the wate: s being wasted. Heaven help 
the thirsty soul who got the last drop in that 
tunk! It had been there eleven hours. Think 
of it! Away down, in the eternal rocks there 
is water, fresh and sparkling. In the stand 
jipe is water eleven hours old! Precious, pre- 
cious, water! Save it, save it!” 

“And furthermore,” continued the citizen, 
“T want to say thatI think Atlanta has sub- 
mitted to enovgh of the tyranny of the water 
ae ks department. That department seems to 

ave 
NO RESPECT FOR WATER CONSUMERS, 
Every drop of the water is measured 
in metres purchased by the con- 
sumers and is charged up. The consnmer uses 
the water to finsh sewers, tosprinkle his lawn 
aid to sprinkle the street. He is a blessing to 


his neighborhood, but how does 
the waterworks department treat him? 
It does not do him the courtesy of 


sending a collector with the bill. It will not 
evep maila statement. Ifa man should for- 
get to call and settle by the 10th of the month 
bis wateriscut off and he is charged fifty 
cents for turning it on again. ThatI call col- 
lecting with a thumb-screw!” 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called on Superin- 
tendent Richards, who, in reply to a question, 
said the commissioners had stopped sending 
out notices of the amounts due by consumers, 
because it took so many postal cards. 
He thought it was a good _ idea 
to Bave that, as it amounted 
to about $20 per month. He said also that it 
did not cost fifty cents to turn on water that 
had been cut off. It will be seen that the com- 
missioners furnish the water and the con- 
sumer—— 

“HE PAYS THE FREIGHT.” 

The sanitary department compels the use of 
the water, and the waterworks department 
watches the metre. The consumer acts a3 co! 
lector, and if he is not a good one he is charged 
fifty cents for his fault, and is reminded that 
the 10th of the month is the last day of grace. 

Altogether the waterworks department has 4 
soft thing of it. It has the world by the tail 
aud a down-hill pull. ! 

Mr. Richards says he has no objection to the 
artesian water being used for any reasonable 
purpose, and that his appeal to the police was 
made merely to stop the washing of spittoons 
aid the like at the hydrants. He says the 
washing of such vessels at the hydrants makes 
an unsightly mess. 

The city council, acting on Mr. Richards’s 
letter, gives permission to the people to use all 
the artesian water they want—the more the 
better—so nobody should be afraid to indulge 
freely. 

Work is progressing satisfactorily on the fil- 
ter at the waterworks and very soon the people 
can take their choice between branch water 
and well water.

BLACKWOOD AGAIN. 


Governor Gordon Refuses Governor Rich- 


ardsun’s Request. 


ha 

The South Carolina newspapers will proba- 
bly think they bave cause for the renewal of 
their vigorous warfare against Georgia. 

Governor Gordon refuses to release their pet, 
F. A. Black wood. 

For some days past Attorney-General Ander- 
son has been considering the Blackwood ‘‘kid- 
napping” case and yesterday made his report 
to the governor. The investization was 
prompted by. a letter written on the 12th inst. 
by Governor Richardson to Governor Gorion, 
in which the governor of South Carolina 
claimed that Blackwood was kidnapped by 
Edward Stone and J. P. McNally, and that said 
Biack wood is now held in confinement in con- 
travention of the rights, dignity and peace 
of the state of South Carolina, and in 
violation of those principles of comity that 


| sheuld exist between the states composing the 


American union. 

Appended to the communication were several 
affidavits charging that Blackwood was takcn 
from South Carolina without a warrant and by 
force. 

Gevernor Richardson requests that, if con- 
sistent with his views of execative authority, 
Governor Gordon will either require the 
release of Black wood, or, if not withio his pre- 
rogative so to do, that he will refer the matter 
to the judicial department of this state, that 
proper action may ve taken. 

Governor Gordon refused to do either. 

Under the constitution and laws of Georgia, 
the governor has no authority to look into and 
pass upon the legality of an arrest of this kind. 
the subject being within the cognizance of the 
judiciary alone—an entirely different depart- 
ment of the state government. 

For three reasons he deems it impossible for 
him to refer the matter to the judicial depart- 
ment. First, there is no precedent in the state 
for such action; second, there is no legal 
method in which the governor of Georgia can 
make the reference requested; and third, th- 
offense complained ef having been committed 
by individuals acting without authority, o: 
even the knowledge of the state, it is, in 
no sense, responsible for their action, and can 
not intervene in the matter at all, through its 
executive, except to respond properly to such 
legal demand as may be made by South Caro- 
lina for the arrest and extradition of those 
individuals. Governor Go:don adds that while 
be cannot comply with the requests made of 
him, it is gratifying to know that his refusal! 
cannot effect the rights either of Blackwood or 
of the state of South Carolina. 

In the letter embodying his views, which 
was sent to Governor Richardson last night, 
Governor Gordon says that if it is insisted that 
the question to be determined fin this case is 
one of state comity, and that Blackwood, hav- 
ing been seized in violatiou of the laws of Soath 
Carolina, and by force brought into Georgia, 
ought, upon demand from the authori ies of 
South Carolina, to be released from castody, 
that question can be made in the courts with. 
out any action of the governor of this state. 
and despite any such action, whatever it migiot 


e. 
And there the Blackwood case rests for the 
present.

Contest of a Will which Bequeathed Large 
Sums to Missions and Sunday Schools, 

Judge Newman, in the United States circuit 
court, was occupied yesterday, with the case of E. 
P. Morrisett, executor of Sarah B. Merrell, against
